First remove from your wallet a One Dollar Federal Reserve Note and place it before you 
with the reverse side face up. You will observe two encircled symbols representing the 
GREAT, SEAL OF THE UNITED STATES. The Pyramid is depected on the left and the American 

Bald Eagle on the right side. It is surprising to learn how little most people know about 
the Heritage of our Country as narrated from these symbols on our most used One Dollar Bill. 


THE PYRAMID, as can be noted, is not complete ~- the top part is missing; this means that 
there is much work in the Republic and it is expected that the United States will always be 
growing and building. The All Seeing Eye inside the radiant triangle at the top of the 
Pyramid emphasizes the importance of putting the spiritual welfare of our country above the 
material things; it also indicates Education and Freedom of Knowledge; Benjamin Franklin was 
the one who suggested this Eye of Providence. Note the Pyramid has 13 steps or blocks of 
Rock, meaning that there were 13 original States that belonged to the Union. The words in 
Latin at the top of the inside circle spell Annuit Coeptis in 13 letters, meaning in English, 
God has favored our enterprise. The Roman Numbers MDCCLXXV1 at the base of the Pyramid add 
up to 1776, signifying the beginning of the United states as an Independent Nation, so the 
Pyramid actually stands for Strength and Endurance. Many of the words and symbols are in 
"thirteens" because of the original 13 States. The three words in Latin Novus — Seclorum 
AT the bottom of the inside circle, directly under the Pyramid, mean in Englis 

Order of the Ages", signifying that the new Republic introduced a new age in the os 
freedom of the people of the world and ushered in an era in which the people themselves 
could exercise their God given rights to self-government. 


THE AMERICAN BALD EAGLE within the Symbol circle represents the other half of the Great 
Seal. It first became our National Emblem in 17&2 when it was chosen as a symbol of 
strenth and victory. Above the Eagle's Head you will see a ring of light with 13 Stars in 
the backeground. In the beak of the Eagle is the wording in Latin "E Pluribus Unum" meaning 
one out of many. The shield on the brést of the Eagle represents Congress. The 13 Stripes 
of the shield represents the first idea of a United States and the stripes in our flag. 

Cne Claw of the Eagle is holding an Olive branch with 13 leaves and seeds on it which 
represents Peace; the other Claw is holding 13 arrows of the American Indian origin 
symbolizing war. Note the Eagle is always looking towards the Olive leaves, indicating a 
desire for Peace. 


IN GCD WE TRUST can be noted between the two Symbol Circles and directly above the word 
OWN &. This is our country's National Motto and is now being used on all U.S. Currency as 
approved by the 64th Congress, July 11, 1955. 


The United States has a rich Heritage but so few remember how we got where we are from our 
meager beginning. If the people of our Great Country knew and respected the meaning behind 
the two symbols as narrated on our One Dollar Note it is conceivable that Law and Order would 
prevail at all times even under abnormal conditions.

Dear Mr. Lang:- 


Prior to and following our two days of meetings in Washington 
last week, I spent two full days investigating coinage matters 
in general, and the prospects for a bicentennial numismatic 
program in particular, with :contacts in both houses of Congress 
and in the Treasury. I feel that at this point my findings 
should be documented for your reference, 


You may recall that during our deliberations I indicated my 


feeling that any performance short of going to the Congress 
and requesting authorization for a full range of circulating 
coins for the nation's bicentennial observance would do an 
injustice to the event being commemorated. I now stand even 
more firm in my commitment to such a course, 


You will further recall that the designated chairman of the 
production and distribution subcommittee (Eric Newman) returned 
to the afternoon meeting of our closed session with what I 
would term as a tenative conclusion that it would be impossible 
for the ARBC to receive Congressional-Treasury support for a 
complete change of designs in our coin of the realm issues to 


coincide with the 1976 bicentennial. This position was assumed 


without consultation with the parties involved on our tenative 
plans. 


As I expressed before the panel, my Monday visits to various 


Congressional offices evidenced a wide base of support for a 
broad and meaningful bicentennial program involving legal coins. 
In fact, I received only one adverse reaction, which concerned 
the maintaining of an adequate circulating coinage, and I believe 


I satisfactorily answered that point. 


Subsequent to the two days of meetings I returned to the Hill 
to visit some key offices again. I was able to speak with 
Congresswoman Sullivan, who heads the House Banking and Currency 


“Committee which considers coinage matters, and she indicated 


sympathy for a program along the lines we have proposed. I was 
also able to discuss our proposals with the two top aids to full 
committee chairman Wright Patman. Again, the reception was very 


. favorable. |

In fact, I believe the enclosed letter from Patman indicates 
that there is much Congressional sentiment to provide a "new 
series of circulating coins" for the bicentennial, which would 
constitute the greatest memorial that we could erect-to the 
event. In short, with a little effort I believe that any 
resistance from the Congressional end can be negated. 


Further, I know that the Treasury-Bureau of the Mint opposition 
is only token. Until Congress and/or the President provides 

them with other direction they can only enunciate a policy 

based on past experience. Their only possible difficulty would 
be involved in obtaining the necessary appropriations to fund 
production, and as many times this requirement will be returned 
in seigniorage this consideration should be rather easily set 
aside through a Presidential endorsement of our proposed program. 


I have, in fact, been requested by Congressman Patman's aids to 
provide his office with the necessary guidelines for drafting 
the required legislation. They have indicated to me that they 
would like to incorporate provisions for the coin of the realn, 
Special commemorative coin and national medal issues into one 
package so it can be more easily and expediently disposed of 

by the Committee on Banking and Currency, 


Through conversations in Treasury I have been able to determine 
that they would desire to change all the coin of the realm 
designs (cent through dollar), if they are to change any. They 
would definitely not want to change just one, as such a situation 
would make it practically impossible for them to maintain that 
coin in circulation during the first year of issue. 


For political reasons, we would not want to disturb the presence 
of the Presidents currently presented on the obverses of the six 
coins, although they could be rendered in a new artistic form. 

I personally believe that the "Spirit of '!76" which we are 
celebrating can be equally as well projected in varying forms 

on the reverses, regardless of the period of service of the 
President portrayed on the obverse, 


The legislation calling for the issuance of a range of bicentennial 
coin of the realm issues would have to include provisions which 
would allow advance production of the coins, for at least a year, 
perhaps two, in order to allow for stockpiling a sufficient 
quantity to flood the country upon release, The precedent for the 
production of coins outside the calendar year of their issue was 
set through provisions of the Coinage Act of 1965,

Before closing this letter I want to make certain that I draw 
one particular portion of the Patman letter of October 1 to 
your attention. That would be the last paragraph, in which he 
makes his case for having all official bicentennial numismatic 
materials "sold directly to the public by the Mint or by the 
Bicentennial Commission." Such provisions would, of course, 

be worked into the enabling legislation. 


I have not forgotten the 50-cent fractional currency issue 


- advanced by Herb Bergen. I am in favor of such an issue, but 


believe that it must be handled in a separate piece of 
legislation, primarily because the Bureau of the Mint would 


not be involved, Further, there are some rather formidable 


obstacles to be surmounted before such an issue becomes fact, 
as indicated by James Conlon during our discussions of last 
week, 


I will be glad to answer any further questions which you might 
raise with respect to my position and findings.

I felt that my findings, or impressions should most 
importantly be shared with you, Mr. Lang, Pat Butler

explorations on the legislative-administrative feasibility 
of coins for the bicentennial. 


I had no objections to the tenative report which you 
submitted to the panel on September ,30, although I did 
have some reservations. However, I am a firm believer 
that a person should not try to argue a position if he 
does not have a strong position from which to work. 


Although my Monday visits to the Hill had provided some 
basis for my basic argument that we should reach for a 
complete change in the coinage for 1976, as I had called 
for at several points during the course of our delibera- 
tions, I was not able to drop the important pieces in 
place until the day following our meetings. I feel that 
my findings should alter our tenative conclusions. 


I was, obviously, negligent in not sending my findings to 
the other members of the subepanel, but I had assumed that 
you as chairman would be getting out such materials. I 
sent a copy of the letter to Herb only because it touched 
specifically on one of his proposals, and because he was 
the only one who seemed solidly opposed to looking into a 
complete change in the coinage. 


In accordance with your request, I am forwarding copies 
of the letter to the others on the panel.

The American Dollar is many things to many people but very few Americans 
know the complete historical background of the (2) encircled symbols 
depicted on the reverse side of our most used $1 Federal Reserve Note. 


Some of us familiar with U. S. Currency believe that our present $1 

Note contains more American history related in the Great Seal of the 
United States than any other denomination of our currency but that some 
of the significant historical facts pertaining to the (2) symbols need 

to be disclosed and some phases described in every day laymen's language. 


Witbin the next few years, by 1976 or even before, wouldn't it be an 
appropriate period to commemorate Our American Heritage by producing a 
Bicantennial Federal Reserve Note, preferably in the denomination of a $1 
Bill primarily because of its extensive every day circulation? 


As the basis for a new design, a portion of the reverse side of our 
present $1 Federal Reserve Note could be used, retaining the (2) 
encircled symbols representing the Great Seal of the United States as 
well as our Country's National Motto "In God We Trust" which phrase is 
now mandatory on all U. S$.

If the people of OUR GHEAT COUNTRY 
knew and respected the meaning behind the (2) symbols, the Pyramid and 
the Eagle, as originated and designed by our forefathers, it is conceiv- 
able that Law and Order would prevail at all times even under abnormal 
conditions which would make for a better world.

Gentlemen: 


As you know the American Revolution Bicentennial Commission (ARBC) 
has responsibility for planning the Nation's 200th Anniversary. As 
one major part of this national undertaking commemorative series, 
1.e€., medals, stamps are of great importance. In the Commission's 
role of coordinating the total Bicentennial, we are moving ahead 
at this time with the official Bicentennial medals program. 


In 1970 the ARBC convened a group of leading numismatists (copy 
attached). As a Bicentennial Coins and Medals Advisory Panel this 
group was asked to recommend to the Commission what the Bicentennial 
commemorative coins and medals program should consist of. After 
serious consideration, the Panel developed seven (7) major recommen- 
dations to the Commission all of which were subsequently unanimously 
endorsed by the Commission. In making its’recommendations, the 
Advisory Panel carefully weighed the interests of the public, the 
collectors, private enterprise, and the Treasury Department. Al] 
segments were queried by correspondence or hearings in its deliberations. 
The intent was to develop the Bicentennial numismatic program with 
Substantial public participation, while utilizing both the prestige 
of government facilities and the versatility of private enterprise to 
serve the public needs, in the best manner possible. Following is a 
summary statement of the three recommendations that relate to the 
private sector involvement in the commemorative medals program in the 
near future. 


Recommendation: That the State Bicentennial Commissions 
establish State Medals for distribution to the public and 
that their medals be struck by the private sector. The 
ARBC will cooperate with the States to assure uniform size, 
composition and design to result in one official matching 
set of medals of all the States.

Recommendation: That an Awards Medal be created by 
the Commission, struck by the private sector in very 
limited quantities and made of precious metals as a 
presentation piece in recognition of meritorious service. 





Recommendation: That a philatelic-numismatic 
commemorative package be issued annually for sale to the 
public for a period of not less than six and hot more 
than thirteen years. The commemorative medal to be 
struck by the U.S. Mint, the stamp printed by the 

Postal Service, and the promotion, packaging, marketing, 
sales and distribution of the PNC to be undertaken by 
the private sector. 








The ARBC is now in the process of developing Requests For Proposals 
(RFP) to initiate action on these recommendations. We would like, 
at this time, to ask your organization if it is interested to please 
furnish us with material on your firm as to its primary area of 
interest in any or all of the recommended programs: (a) production; 
(b) promotion; (c) packaging; (d) marketing; (e) sales; 

(f) distribution; your capability in each of these areas, and to 
whom any forthcoming RFPs should be addressed within your organization. 


I look forward to your firm's participation in this endeavor.

BACKGROUND 


Report No. 5 from the Coins and Medals Advisory Panel Chairman 
dated December 24, 1970, was sent to all members of the American 
Revolution Bicentennial Commission with copies to members of 

the Advisory Panel. It gave a history and explanation of the 
seven recommendations made by the Panel at its September 30, 
1970, meeting and included a mail ballot for Commission members 
to vote on the recommendations. In the transmittal statement 

of this report, it was said that "The Advisory Panel on Coins 

and Medals will further convene at the request of the Chairman 

of the Panel to consider design, production, and distribution 

of coins and medals approved by the Commission, the President 

and the Congress". After approval of the recommendations by 

the Commission on June 20, 1971, it was decided that the first 
step would be to obtain Presidential and Congressional approval 
on the commemorative medals program. Accordingly, on February 2, 
1971, proposed medals legislation was submitted to the President's 
Office of Management and Budget who on March 3lst authorized ARBC 
to transmit it to Congress “as part of the Administrative Program" 
-which is the highest priority any Federal Agency can obtain. 

The Bill was introduced in the House (HR. 7987) and the Senate 
(S. 1977). On June 29, 1971, Hearings were held by the Subcommittee 
on Consumer Affairs of the House Banking and Currency Committee. 
A copy of these hearincs is attached. 


The Bill is still “in Committee" but the Panel Chairman now feels 
that for time-saving purposes, the Panel should pursue its res- 
ponsibility to render technical assistance on the medals programs 
it recommended. Also, there is a growing restlessness on the part 
of the Numismatic Community about the lack of action on the Panels 
recommendations for changes in the Coin of the Realm. There is 

no reason why the Panel should not also consider the technical 
aspects of these recommendations in advance of the submission and 
Congressional vote on legislation.

Your August 2nd letter doesn't need any immediate action 
from my side, but it does warrant two comments. 


Firstly, you write that you are disappointed to learn that 
the first'.PNC has’ sold ONLY’ 730,000-out' of 2700 000 

that could have been produced, and this represents a poor 
showing; profit to the ARBC should be at least twice what 

it was. Programmed disappointments are as easy to achieve 
as artful enthusiasm. To my knowledge, however, you are the 
only person who is not elated by the extraordinary results 
of the first PNC and this includes some of the severest 
critics of the ARBC and the medal program itself. No one in 
their wildest prediction suggested this size of a return 
which, of course, doubles the previous record--that of the 
George Washington medal. Since the average sale of a 
commemorative medal in the U. S. is 30,000, even the extra- 
ordinary event of the Bicentennial does not warrant this sort 
of a sale according tojthe experts. Therefore, to call 
762,000 pieces and the gross income of $3, 766;,000 with a nee 
of two million dollars a “poor showing" seems incredulous. 


The fact that it was ONLY MERCHANDISED TO COLLECTORS is a 
kind of remark which someone would make who is not aware of 
the problems of the diminishing returns of a 13-unit 
merchandise or the fact that each year you have to adda 
new mailing list, new promotions and new methods to your 
technique in order to continue to be profitable. 


Furthermore, the 2,000,000 medals you keep mentioning was 
no more than an informal understanding with the U. S. Mint

beyond which they would not be able to go under any 
circumstances. What you should emphasize is the figure 

2,000 which was the minimum order according to our legislation! 
For your information, the U. S. Mint's highest estimate of 

a possible goal was 500,000 in 1972! Private: mints predicted 
a much lower figure yet. 





maerwo.,V00 Copies sold, by the way, is not the final 

figure, and my estimate is that with the U. S. Mint's 
thru-the-counter sales plus sale on the Numismatic Convention, 
the figure will be close to 800,000 by the end of the year. 


As far as your proposed program to sell the future medals 
through the state is concerned, again I repeat that I think 
it is a worthwhile idea to examine. But I must tell you 
that in addition to some possible pitfalls I mentioned to 
you previously, you and Messrs. Biddle and McCormick should 
very carefully examine the following considerations. 


One of the reasons for the first medal's extraordinary success 
(whether you call it that or not) is the fact that the 
offering was made principally to established collectors 
through coin publications and the direct mailing to the:'U. S. 
Ming s Malwing List, This is our PRIMARY market and the 
question of how much it will cost to reach a so-called 
secondary market should be very carefully examined. The 

cost of obtaining orders from a non-specialized mailing list 
or simply from the general public as compared to established 
collectors is extremely high. According to current statistics, 
general media advertising will produce a minimum of 50, and a 
maximum of 200 medal orders per thousand dollars in 
advertising expenditure. Even if you bring in the specialized 
advantage of the state's involvement, it is questionable if 
you can sell a $5 item profitable in this manner. 


Many private mints occasionally offer a low-priced item to 
the general public, spending the above-mentioned thousand 
dollars for a return which may be less than this amount and 
thus incur a loss in order to add new customers to their 
Mailing lists. Whether a government agency or a state can 
use taxpayer's money for this purpose is highly questionable.

Again, another point should be examined: Already quite a few 
programs are committed to promote the benefit of the state 
Bicentennial Commissions. New state medal offerings might 
have a negative influence on the existing programs and perhaps 
the mix-up will be very harmful for both the existing and 
proposed new medal sales. 


I must repeat that I shall not be involved in the future medals 
and coins program and for this reason alone the above should 
be considered as an exercise in caution and a series of 
constructive advisements. “In addition: eo tits. meet Levert 
to you that if the various problems can be ironed out, your 
idea may very well be an excellent one and one which should 
be fully supported by the ARBC. 


In that regard, I would suggest that the final decision be 
reached by the full Commission, lest any charges be leveled 


that such a determination does not reflect the majority view 
of the Commission Members.

Dear George: 


Your letters of July 27, 1972, and July 31, 1972, concerning the 
suggestion I made to the effect that we cooperate with the states in better 
merchandising the ARBC's PNC, have been received. 


You are quite right that I have made statements on a number of occasions 
to the effect that the Federal government should not infringe into the areas 
which can be handled by the private sector. The fact is that the Franklin 
Mint, and other private mints, have had ample opportunity to contract with 
the American Revolution Bicentennial Commissions of the various states to 
produce and merchandise commemorative medals for the various states. This 
method has been proven to be profitable for the various participating states. 


Now, we come down to the fact that the Congress has passed legislation, 
which has been signed by the President, which enables the U.S. Mint to 
strike thirteen commemorative medals for the ARBC. The U.S. Mint has agreed 
to strike two million of each commemorative medal, the ARBC has twelve 
remaining medals to be produced by the U.S. Mint. Also, your Advisory Panel 
has recommended that these medais be sold with commemorative Stamps and the 
combination is referred to as a philatelic-numismatic combination (PNC). 


I was greatly disappointed to learn that the first PNC had been 
merchandised only to collectors and, out of the two million medals that could 
have been produced, we only ordered one million medals from the U.S. Mint and 
actually sold approximately 730 thousand PNCs. This represents a poor showing 
and the profit to the ARBC should have been at least twice what it was. 


To correct this condition and to develop a closer working relationship 
with the state ARBCs, I suggested to Mr. Dave Mahoney that we get the states 
to sell the PNCs with both the state and the ARBC participating in the profits 
for those PNCs sold by the states.

In your July 27, 1972, letter, you state at the beginning of the second 
paragraph, "Amongst others, I have discussed your plan to sell the U.S. Mint- 
produced official medals (maximum 12 more before 1976) with Joe Segel of 
Franklin Mint, with whom you had close contact throughout our developmental 
stage." Please permit me to inform you that I had close contact with Joe 
Segel of the Franklin Mint before the ARBC was established and long before 
"our developmental stage.'' In the same letter you state that Joe Segel feels 
that the plan I have suggested may not work for a variety of reasons. I 
would hardly expect Joe Segel to be enthusiastic about the ARBC stimulating 
the sale of its own PNCs, as it might slightly diminish Mr. Segel's sales, 
and I am surprised that you did not realize this. 


All of the private mints have had a chance to sell their programs and it 
is now the responsibility of the ARBC to see that at least two million of the 
twelve remaining PNCs be sold. In order to accomplish this, I see no necessity 
for working with any representative of any private mint. Rather, it is most 
important that we do have a meeting with the various state representatives who 
can give us a very real assist in the sale of the ARBC's PNCs. 


Since I understand that you are taking a trip to Europe, I will attempt 
to talk to Dr. McCormick and Mr. Biddle sometime during the next week or ten 
days.

Dear Mr. Biddle: 


May we draw your attention to an article in the July 29, 1972 
issue of The Economist (London) which reported on the approximately 
$200 million:profit being realized on the issues of German Olympic 
Games silver coins. The profits are being used to help defray costs 
of staging the Games in Munich. 


We realize that your Commission is carefully evaluating the 
nature of the coins and medals to be issued in connection with the 
Bicentennial of American independence, and we respectfully urge you 
and your Commission to recommend in the strongest terms to the 
pecretary of the Treasury, who has the authority to decide, that a 
large proportion of the Bicentennial commemorative coins and medals 
be issued in silver. The very simple reasons for issuing in silver 
are, first, that a large public demand exists for high quality 
silver commemoratives, and second, that the large profits resulting 
from silver issues would make it possible properly to celebrate the 
two hundredth birthday of our republic without placing a new drain 
on public funds or the tax payer. 


The Economist's report reads, in part: 


"The most important" (of the procedures for funding 
the Olympics) "is the sale of special Olympic coins which 
will be legal tender but are more likely to be kept as 
souvenirs. Demand for the coins has far outstripped the 
forecasts, and profits now are expected to run to 38 mil- 
lion Sterling pounds. Over 100 million coins are being 
issued (more than twice the number planned)..." 


It is understood that the American public ordered 780,000 
Bicentennial philatelic-numismatic combinations (PNCs) of stamps and 
medals that went on sale in July. While this is a commendable record 


and your Commission is to be complimented on the role it played, 

we are firmly’ convinced: that with an efficient distribug¢ion syeceu, 
the subscriptions and profits would have been larger if the medal 
had been an silver,
